Inspirational Vincent on his way 


MAYOR Neil Sturtivant wished French 
engineer Vincent Bernard “bonne route” as 
the intrepid cyclist passed through Crewk¬ 
erne this week on the return leg of a 
12,500-mile odyssey. 

The long-distance cyclist set off from the 
west of France 20 months ago and crossed 
Europe and most of Asia before visiting 
Nepal and circling India on an inspirational 
journey. His ride took him to 17 countries. 

Cancer- and coma-survivor Vincent, 31, 
has visited dozens of schools and disable¬ 
ment projects where he spent time teach¬ 
ing, motivating and having fun with 
disabled young people. 

Mayor Sturtivant welcomed Vincent to 
Crewkerne and congratulated him on his 
achievement. 

A huge champagne reception for family, 
friends, sponsors and the French media is 
planned in Brest, where the adventure 
began in August 2010. 

Vincent’s sponsored ride - Project Re¬ 
silience - has been via dozens of schools, 
orphanages and disability projects, where 
he gave motivational talks to young people 


- urging them to strive for success what¬ 
ever the odds. 

He has survived cancer, two serious head 
injuries, and still has difficulty balancing. 
He wanted the experience of overcoming 
his difficulties to be an inspiration to oth¬ 
ers. 

Project Resilience has the backing of sev¬ 
eral French businesses and charities, in¬ 
cluding the Association for the Families of 
Cranial Trauma Victims, and Handicap In¬ 
ternational. 

While in Crewkerne, Vincent was the 
guest of Weekender reporter Alex Alexan¬ 
der who met him when their paths crossed 
beside a canal in Brittany two summers 
ago. 

Alex was cycling back from the Mediter¬ 
ranean to the UK and Vincent was on just 
the second day of his big adventure. 

“I thought Vincent said he was riding from 
Brest, west France, to Naples. 

“But he put me right, telling me his pri¬ 
mary destination was a school in Nepal, 
not Naples! And he planned to take a year 
doing it.”

Garden plan thrown out 

PLANNERS have thrown out a controversial applica¬ 
tion for a new home which would have obliterated an 
entire garden. 

Ian Norris had hoped to obtain outline permission 
to erect a detached dwelling in the garden of 2 Belle 
Vue, in Silver Street, Misterton. 

Planning officer David Norris turned the application 
down under delegated powers, giving several rea¬ 
sons: 

• Development of this very small site land will result in 
the total loss of garden for Number 2 Belle Vue; will 
have a detrimental impact on the character of the area 
through the loss of an important gap; and would be 
an overbearing development upon neighbouring 
properties. 

• The proposed development would be likely to en¬ 
courage the parking of vehicles on the public high¬ 
way, which would interrupt the free flow of traffic and 
add to the hazards of highway users. 

•The use of the access to the site would be likely to in¬ 
crease the conflict of traffic movements resulting in 
additional hazard and inconvenience to all users of 
the highway. 

However, Parish clerk Christine Langford wrote to 
South Somerset District Council saying parish coun¬ 
cillors were happy with the proposal and recom¬ 
mended approval. 

Her letter stated:"Our main concerns were in regard 
to the loss of privacy to the occupants of, and to the 
loss of light through the window in Bridge Cottage; 
and vision splays for vehicles exiting onto Silver 
Street." 

"The intention of the development is to have a 
shared driveway between the new building and 2 
Belle Vue with sufficient area behind to park the cars 
of the occupants of both properties and to afford 
them turning space. 

"On that assumption, the visibility splay to the right 
on exit will remain as it is: poor, due to the height of 
the existing wall adjoining the driveway, but will be 
improved to the left towards the bridge. 

"We feel that it is appropriate to recommend that 
this application be approved." 

But District Councillor Angie Singleton took the op¬ 
posite view and opposed the scheme for the reasons 
set-out in the planning officer's report.

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Students learn it's not easy on wheels 


A GROUP of students at Swanmead 
School in Ilminster have been learning 
some the skills of Paralympians first¬ 
hand, by having a go wheelchair basket¬ 
ball. 

Somerset Activity and Sports Partner¬ 
ship coach, Adam Meaden visited the 
school armed with a set of special wheel¬ 
chairs, donated by the Lions Club of 
Yeovil and the enthusiastic students 
learned a series of techniques for the 
adapted version of the sport. 

With the impending Olympics, the Lions 
saw it as a time of great opportunity to 
harness the power of Paralympic sport to 
change attitudes about disability and pro¬ 
mote inclusion. 

Giving children the opportunity to have 
a go at a sport like wheelchair basketball 
helps them to understand the commitment 
and hard work that Paralympians devote 
to their sport. 

The Lions Club of Yeovil with the help 
of other clubs, set about raising the 
£15,000 needed for the kit and, working 
with the Somerset charity Motivation 
Charitable Trust and the SASP, set up a 
schools wheelchair basketball programme 


for south Somerset. This provides the 
equipment and training needed to educate 
children about Paralympic sport in the 
build up to London 2012 and beyond. 

It will also help to identify and encour¬ 
age new players to join a new wheelchair 
basketball club in Somerset, providing 
much needed opportunities for young peo¬ 
ple with and without disabilities to play 
wheelchair basketball. 

This was the second session held at 
Swanmead, which has two wheelchair 
students in school. The able-bodied pupils 
had their first taster in October and it has 
proved a huge hit. The youngsters soon 
found that being on wheels, although great 
fun, was by no means an easy ride as they 
were using a whole different set of mus¬ 
cles trying to master manoeuvering the 
chair and positioning the ball for passing. 
If they dropped it they had to pick it up by 
going alongside and scooping it against 
the wheel. 

There were quite a few crashes but some 
good scores into the net as well. They 
have a little way to go to match the serious 
players but are having great fun learning 
their new sporting activity.

Her passion for hens has 
just won her the title of 
Junior Handler with her 
rare breed Dorking called 
Doris, and best junior 
painted egg, at the Taunton 
Poultry Fanciers Regional 
Show, which was held at 
Hatch Beauchamp Village 
Hall. 

Amy’s decorated eggs 
were both Humpty 
Dumpty, one was on the 
wall and the other crying 
and cracked because he 
had fallen. 

The keen little poultry 
breeder loves her hens so 
much, she can’t wait to get 
up in the morning to feed 
them and get home from 
school to check for eggs 
and look after them, she 
even had hens and books 
about rare breeds for 
Christmas. 


Amy has learned her his¬ 
tory too and knows the 
Dorking was so called be¬ 
cause it was bred by the 
Romans in Surrey, for meat 
in London. 

Amy’s mother Claire said 
if there is ever a need for 
punishment, it’s not a case 
of no television or games, 
it’s “no contact with the 
hens for three days” which 
puts her daughter in sheer 
agony. 

The passion for poultry in 
the Hart family started 
when they took in some ex¬ 
battery hens, and Amy 
joined the Taunton Poultry 
Fanciers Society with her 
mother.

“When I get home from 
school I go up to the the 
hens before I even say 
hello to dad. It was funny 
when we went to the show 
and I saw the sign that said 
Henlade, I thought it said 
Hen Land!” 

Mrs Hart who works 
from home along with her 
husband, said: “Chickens 
are great time wasters, 
they are so lovely to watch 
you can sit and look at 
them for hours. 

“The farmer in the village 
is really kind and gives us 
his grain sweepings and 
some people bring us left 
over vegetables for the 
chickens in exchange for 
eggs. We feed them black 
bananas and occasionally 
grapes or raisins for a treat, 
they love that. 

“We want to go to the Na¬ 
tional Poultry Show at 
Stoneleigh in November. 
Last time we went Amy 
was like a kid in a candy 
store, she kept saying ooh 
look at that one and that 
one, we ended up buying 
three Frizzles.

• HOW many languages do you 
speak? 

I speak French, Spanish, Danish and I 
can get by in German and Inuktituk - an 
Inuit language. 

I have a gift for languages. I went to 
France for five weeks when I was 15 to 
stay with a friend and came back virtu¬ 
ally fluent! 

• HOW many words are there in Inuit 
for "snow"? 

Lots. There's a word if the snow is lying 
on the ground; or in the air; and for 
what sort of texture it has. I know the 
word for "snow on the ground" and it's 
"aputi". 

Inuit is written as a syllabic language 
made up by missionaries at the begin¬ 
ning of the last century. They based the 
sounds on Pitman's shorthand. Before 
that, the Inuit didn't have a script. It 
wasn't a written language. 

• WHAT'S the worst job you've had? 

Nursing in a Canadian hospital in Mon¬ 
treal. I was bored out of my mind. All the 
proper nursing care was done by auxil¬ 
iaries and assistants. I was in an office 
most of the time. 

• THERE'S a big debate today about 
the professionalisation of nursing 
and the role of nurses. What is "nurs¬ 
ing"? 

Caring for people who are ill or who 
need help with their needs. And that in¬ 
cludes feeding and washing them. 

• WHAT state is the National Health 
Service in nowadays? 

You can't help feeling that Florence 
Nightingale would be turning in her 
grave. Nursing standards have gone 
downhill. 

We spent a lot of our time cleaning and 
"hot-dusting" - when you steam a 
duster so that it's really hot when it 
touches a surface. But, generally, hy¬ 
giene has gone out of the window. We 
wouldn't have had MRSA in my day. 

• HOW did you end-up as a commu¬ 
nity nurse in the Arctic wastes of 
Canada? 

I was bored out of my mind in Montreal 
and wrote to the Canadian government 
and said "What about spending some 
time in the Arctic?". They said "Yes" 
straight away. 

They were desperate because no-one 
wanted to work in such isolated places! 

• TELL us about the most dramatic 
incident you remember from your 
four-and-a-half years working in the 
Arctic. 


I delivered a baby boy on an airplane in 
flight. The mother had been in labour 
for hours and I was trying to get her to 
hospital. During the flight, the woman 
gave birth to a boy weighing nearly 
eleven pounds. There were two little air 
hostesses who had a demonstration of 
a perfect delivery! 

• EVER worked in a factory? 

When I came back to England I'd been 
out of the NHSfor 14 years. There was a 
metal factory in Ilminster looking for a 
factory sister. I thought that would be 
nice - my own little community of 300 
workers to look after! 

Part of my job was as PA to the Person¬ 
nel Manager, who was a male chauvin¬ 
ist pig of the first order! 

I was constantly in trouble - for keep¬ 
ing people who were feeling unwell off 
the shop floor. If I sent people home it 
was always: "Why did you send him 
home?" I felt that anyone feeling ill 
would be safer being at home than on 
a factory floor. 

I learnt a lot about factory mentality. 
It's production that matters to the per¬ 
sonnel department. People aren't im¬ 
portant. 

• YOU'RE a bit of a two-wheel enthu¬ 
siast, aren't you? 

Between my 50th and 60th birthdays I 
did 21,500 miles on my bike. I kept 
records. I've done cycling safaris in 
Kenya and Tanzania. And through 
France. 

• BUT your pride and joy has four 
wheels. Tell us about "Gypsy". 

I bought her in October 1996. She's a 
1932 Austin Ten. She's 80 years old and 
is my main means of motorised trans¬ 
port. In 2002 I drove from Land's End to 
John O'Groats in her and raised £1,000 
for Christian Aid. 

• YOU'RE still a bit of an adventurer. 
What advice were you given when 
you boarded the Trans-Siberian ex¬ 
press for the journey from Moscow to 
Beijing? 

They told us that at no time should we 
accept a drink from any fellow passen¬ 
ger. It might be drugged and you could 
be robbed! 

I was the only non-Russian in my car¬ 
riage. The mixed-sex compartments 
had four berths. 

I was expecting to share with the 
same people, but I had nine different 
companions in four days. It's a good job 
I'm adventurous!

You have sold the house, agreed to buy a new one and now the final hurdle - the 
move itself!

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Buy to let - fashionable fad or a shrewd investment? 


EVERYBODY'S doing buy to let- if the pop¬ 
ular press are to be believed. If that is the 
case surely the market will become satu¬ 
rated and run out of steam. Not so says 
Mark Savill of Novahomes estate agents in 
Chard. "Many investors are distrustful of 
traditional supposed safe harbours for 
money. The scandals over the recent years 
concerning banks, Pension funds, and other 
financial institutions mis-sellling policies 
have led investors to look at where else to 
invest their hard earned money. Property is 
a familiar product. You can see it, touch it, 
look after it yourself, and it has the advan¬ 
tage of being seen as a good hedge against 
difficult times. Hence the expression "as safe 
as bricks and mortar." 

Frances Griffiths of Beviss and Beckingsale 
agrees. "If you look at where buy to let mar¬ 
ket started with the de-regulation of the 
private rented sector back in the 1980s this 
is still a relatively immature market. Prior to 
that the only real avenue for the property 
investor was either to renovate and sell on 
or to invest in commercial property. Regu¬ 
lated rents and protected tenancies made 
residential investment hopelessly unattrac¬ 
tive. In the free market we have today 
rental makes perfect sense as an invest¬ 
ment opportunity. It is relatively easy to get 
into - buying a house is familiar to most 
people - and also relatively straight for¬ 
ward to get out of." 

For the long term property investment 
acts as a harbinger against inflation with 


both rises in rental annually and rises in the 
value of the asset over time. Inflation at 3% 
compounded over 15 years would make a 
rent today of £550 increase to £857 per month 
and over the same time the value of the prop¬ 
erty would rise from £120,000 to £187,000. 
The initial yield of 5.5% would rise to 8.5% 
over that time and the investor could realize 
the value of the property at any time taking a 
capital gain as well. 

Said Novahomes Mark Savill "investing 
money now at 3% is actually earning you 
nothing in real terms. The interest rate you are 
receiving is being eroded by inflation - as is 
the value of the capital sum you have in¬ 


vested. For the long term property makes per¬ 
fect sense." 

Gary Andrews, Independent Financial Advi¬ 
sor at Tom French & Associates counsels 
would be buy to let buyers to look carefully at 
the deals on offer. "To make the investment 
tax efficient we would advise a certain 
amount of gearing - which may mean buying 
more than one property if the funds are avail¬ 
able. Looking closely at the funding deals on 
offer is crucial as some of the rates look overly 
attractive but the product fees can be prohib¬ 
itive." 

It is however vital to make sure you are buy¬ 
ing the right investment as Frances at Beviss 


and Beckingsale cautions "Buying the right 
property is the key. The wrong property will 
attract the wrong tenants with all the associ¬ 
ated costs that can accompany that. Some 
properties that appear too cheap are just that 
- and you should always check out properties 
in blocks where the management company 
might be failing to enforce nuisance and re¬ 
pair issues."

Here are a selection of some of the 
questions asked most often: 

1.1 want to sell my home - how much should I ask and how much will it cost me to sell? 

Mark Savill of Novahomes answered "We encourage the seller to look around to see what the market for property is 
like in their immediate area. Comparable information is available on rightmove.co.uk and zoopla.co.uk so they can 
see what has sold and at what price (taken from the land registry database) as well as what other homes are for sale 
-the competition if you like. The Cost of selling depends on the agent you choose. When doing so bear in mind what 
you think will be needed to sell your home and select the agent most likely to meet those needs. If you think that the 
best selling tools for your home would be rightmove, zoopla and the local property section in the local newspaper 
anything over and above this may mean you paying a far higher fee than you need." 

2.1 want to buy my first home - what deposit do I need? 

Gary Andrews of Tom French answered "most lenders insist on a deposit of 10%. Saying that if you can get a deposit 
of 15% or more you could take advantage of a much lower interest rate. There are also special incentives if you buy 
from relatives, from your landlord, or if you are buying a new home. There are term and conditions to all these and 
only certain lenders will meet them so anyone wanting a more detailed reply should contact me." 

3.1 am on a budget - how should I choose which solicitor to use - I have seen cheap one advertising 
low fees on the internet. 

Frances Griffiths answered "There are some very cheap deals being advertised on line. Frequently they will offer you 
what is called fixed price conveyancing at what appears to be an incredibly attractive price. If you scratch under the 
surface you will find that there are other additional fees that are added on. Far better to get meaningful quotes and 
add all of the fees together to see what the whole cost would be. Anyone with a estimate wanting a like for like com¬ 
parison should call me." 

4. My buyer has asked for a reduction in the price of the property I am selling them because of items of 
concern in the survey. None of the things they have told me about have ever been an issue to me - why 
should I reduce my price? 

Frances Griffiths answered "sometimes a survey will highlight issues that the buyer had not expected and so in their 
eyes the price they agreed will need to be renegotiated to reflect those items. Take the issues in order and first ask for 
a copy of the survey so you can see for yourself what they are. Sometimes the works will seem worse than they are on 
paper, at other times the buyer will be right and the issues will need to be addressed. Burying your head in the sand 
may mean the same thing happens again later so best to deal with the issue. 

5. Agents fees seem to differ widely - what am I paying for and how should I choose the right agent to 
sell my home? 

Mark Savill answered "Look at who the likely buyer is for your home - if it is a starter type home you are looking at a 
first time buyer or investor for example. Look then where those buyers are most likely to look. Be aware though that 
even older buyers are now very internet savvy - especially those travelling the greatest distances. Look at which agents 
offer the best service to those clients and see what fees they charge. Make sure you look at the fee in ££'sand not just 
as a percentage. Haifa percent may not sound a lot but on a £200,000 house it is £1000 plus another £200 in VAT! 
Make sure you specify any particular services you require - floor plans on the details or accompanied viewings for ex¬ 
ample. Don't be afraid to change agents - this is not personal this is about getting you moved." 

6. Should I use my existing lender to buy a house or should I shop around - there are just so many deals 
it can all seem a bit confusing. Surely there cannot be all that much difference between them! 

Gary Andrews answered "There are huge differences - and it can also be hugely confusing. A lot of the devil is in the 
detail and having the time to be able to go through all that is really what you use a mortgage broker for. Many of the 
lenders are very busy at the moment and a good broker will give you the option of the best deal on the market and 
also the best lender to go to. Make sure you ask your broker where they can look though as some are restricted to a 
limited panel of lenders and not the whole of the market place. 

7.1 do not have a will. The main asset I have is my property. Surely this will simply go to my partner and 
then our children so a will should not be necessary. 

Frances Griffiths answered "The first issue is are you and your partner married - the law on common law partners is 
completely different to spouses. To avoid any complications you should have a will - and if it is a simple estate then it 
will be a very simple will to draft. Do make sure you use a solicitor - they will make sure it is correctly drafted to reflect 
your wishes and is legally binding. Most importantly you are the glue that has held your family together so don't waste 
all that effort by leaving them to try and interpret your wishes when you are longer there to specify them. 

8.1 want to know what to do to my home to make it more saleable. How far should I go and how much 
should I spend? 

Mark Savill answered "I am cautious about advising anyone to spend a lot of money on marketing in this market. How¬ 
ever you do want to make sure your house stands out from the crowd for the right reasons. Look at your house from 
a buyers viewpoint - if it is cluttered and dated then that is how buyers will perceive it. Also make sure it has kerb ap¬ 
peal - a good impression from outside makes all the difference. Finally do all those little DIY and painting jobs and fi¬ 
nally clean like you have never cleaned before. 

9. My mortgage broker has advised me that I will need a lot of expensive insurances is this right? They 
have not told me I must buy from them but I do feel pressured! 

Gary Andrews answered "the level of insurance you should have depends on your circumstances. There are some 
which the lender stipulates you must have - for example buildings insurance - and others which may be advisable if 
your budget allows. You most definitely should shop around as premiums differ wildly. That is because brokers have 
differing commission arrangements or maybe tied into a single provider. 

10.1 have just agreed a sale. My buyer is aiming to complete in about 4 weeks. Is this feasible? I may 
have to rent if that is the case as I have not had an offer accepted for an onwards purchase. 

Frances Griffiths answered "It is good that you have such a motivated buyer. Many buyers do have a desire to make 
the move happen quickly but there may be issues that will need to be dealt with either on their related sale, with their 
or their buyers mortgage, or for that matter legal or survey problems that will need to be addressed. In short it would 
be rare for a purchase to happen that quickly. If moving into rented accommodation is an issue that is something you 
need to flag up early so that you can make the chain aware your sale is subject to you finding a suitable property. 
Once the sale has been put in the hands of the solicitors we will make sure that your sale and purchase go through si¬ 
multaneously.

It is either a genuine confession by 
Jack the Ripper, or it's an extraordinary novel. Or is it some¬ 
thing else, but what? Only you can decide.' Paul Begg 
AT some point in your life I am very sure, you have either told 
or been told the tale of Jack the Ripper; the man in black, who 
for a brief period in 1888 haunted the Whitechapel area of Lon¬ 
don with his gruesome nocturnal activities. What an exciting 
moment to be handed the book that could indeed be his au¬ 
tobiography... The words of Jack the Ripper himself... 

In 2007, Alan Hicken, the proprietor of MontacuteTV, Radio 
and Toy Museum in the village of Montacute, Somerset, was 
contacted by Jean Caldwell. Her cousin, Betty, had moved 
home and had no room for her late father's memorabilia. 
Jean's father had been none other than Sydney George 
Hulme Beaman, the creator of Larry the Lamb and other 
characters from Toytown and amongst his belongings were 
original paintings and illustrations from the series. Excited 
to have the collection in his museum, Alan Hicken and Jean 
agreed on a price for the belongings. On receipt of the box, 
Mr Hicken set about unpacking it and found at the bottom 
a very old looking manuscript, and began to read. It was 


an autobiography by a man named James Willoughby Carnac 
who claimed to be Jack the Ripper himself. The manuscript 
came with an explanatory note at the beginning from Hulme 
Beaman, stating that the manuscript had come to him via the 
execution of a will. In 2010, Paul Beggs, a crime historian and 
noted authority on Jack the Ripper, read and examined the man¬ 
uscript. His analysis of it appears at the end of the published ver¬ 
sion of the autobiography. 

As Paul Beggs, states, the truth behind this work is truly at the 
hands of the reader themselves. The autobiography is told in 
three parts, the first two of which are concerned with his child¬ 
hood and that fatal period in 1888. If true, and these are indeed 
the words of Jack the Ripper, we are being enlightened into the 
thoughts and realm of man that has been so talked about, he 
has become almost caricature like. Carnac admits as he is writ¬ 
ing, that he is not a writer of any sort, merely a man attempting 
to explain the reasons behind his homicidal tendencies and this 
becomes evident when trying to follow his point. At moments I 
found myself lost in the bizarre trains of thoughts he has and 
the odd hallucinations he tells us about. A man who claims to 
not be crazy, does certainly appear so. The tale is of course dark, 
with a few segments of story that are not for the faint hearted, 
yet not overly gruesome, but it is his disturbing accuracy to de¬ 
scribe the details unknown to the public at the time that holds 
these first two parts in such high esteem. Beggs has claimed that 
we cannot for certain discredit this as a work of fiction, no mat¬ 
ter what the third part may suggest. Written in a different style. 


and apparently on a different typewriter the third part of the au¬ 
tobiography does indeed read, as Beggs suggests in his intro¬ 
duction, like fiction. It places an odd end on to the story and 
much like the crime historian I found myself wondering whether 
this was added in by someone different. 

Nevertheless, The Autobiography of Jack the Ripper has 
enough credibility behind it for even the experts to question 
this fascinating document. They cannot discredit it, they cannot 
approve it. Either way, it is a compelling and interesting read. 
Some believe it is the work of Sydney George Hulme Beaman, 
while others dismiss these claims as rubbish. There are stories 
amongst his family of a man who fainted at the retelling of a 
gruesome accident, how could he possibly have written such a 
dark and disturbing piece? An exciting historically accurate 
novel? Or the much anticipated true story of Jack the Ripper? It 
really is for you to decide but what ever you do decide, you 
won't be disappointed by this tale, even if just for the fantasy of 
it all alone.

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Dining at the table of the master 


M ARK Hix is not your archetypal 
celebrity chef. You won’t hear him 
screaming and shouting in his kitchens, 
he’s not overfussed about appearing on televi¬ 
sion and his dishes are distinctly uncheffy in 
presentation. 

Mark’s style of cooking is all about ingredients, sourc¬ 
ing them and presenting his dishes in a simple fashion 
that does not detract from taste. 

And there’s no better way of sampling his stunning 
array of seasonal dishes than by sitting at his kitchen 
table in his delightful Charmouth home, with breathtak¬ 
ing views over Lyme Bay. 

Throughout the summer Mark takes time out from run¬ 
ning his expanding empire of restaurants in London and 
the hugely popular Oyster and Fish House in Lyme Regis 
to demonstrate his refreshingly simplistic take on British 
gastronomy by staging open cooking demonstrations in 
his Dorset home. 

With another series of demonstrations planned for this

summer, I was invited to join six other guests, two of 
whom travelled all the way from Bradford, especially for 
the occasion. They left more than satisfied that the long 
journey was well worth the time and expense. 

Mark is a pretty laid-back bloke; indeed in the Sunday 
Times acerbic restaurant reviewer A. A. Gill implied that 
Mark was more interested in partying than spending 
hours in his kitchens. I can’t make up my mind whether 
that was a compliment or not, but Mark didn’t seem too 
upset by the observation. 

Comforting smell 

Greeted with one of his seriously alcoholic Hix Fix cock¬ 
tails, and treated to a pre-lunch smoked salmon taster, the 
comforting smell of freshly made sour dough bread wafted 
across Mark’s kitchen as we arrived. 

With one of his trusty lieutenants keeping 
our glasses topped up (there’s wine aplenty) 
Mark made the preparation of the four-course 
lunch seem ridiculously simple, explaining 
how he had sourced the various ingredients 
and offering a few tips along the way in that 
matter-of-fact manner which adds much to the 
informality of his culinary style. 

We started with cutlefish risotto, flavoured 
with squid ink, a first for me. The risotto was 
cooked to perfection, as might be expected, 
wet but not runny, and teased the taste buds 
in readiness for the delights to follow. 

Next up turned out to be my favourite of the 
day - marinated scallop and duck liver salad, 
a delicious summer dish, a recipe that Mark 
first came across when he worked under the 
outstanding chef, Anton Edelmann, at the 
Grovesnor House hotel in London. In those- 
days the dish was topped with fois gras but 


having been brought up on all kinds of offal, the duck liver 
made the dish for me. 

Another new taste came with course number three - 
lambs’ sweetbreads with asparagus and wild garlic. In the 
menu which accompanied our lunch, sweetbreads were 
described as tender and delicious, a “perfect spring treat” 
- and so they proved. The asparagus was the first of the 
season from the Wye Valley. 

To crown one of the nicest lunches I’ve ever had, we fin¬ 
ished with sea buckthorne blancmanage, made from the 
bitter juice of the sea berry, sourced by the Hix empire’s 
very own forager, served in quaint little moulds that Mark 
spotted in a junk shop. And how nice to eat a proper blanc¬ 
mange again. 

Mark is a great advocate of using ingredients that grow 
on our doorsteps and his chefs in Lyme are often 
despatched along the shoreline collecting ingredients that 
add such flavour to the menu at the Oyster and Fish 
House. 

Mark entertained us with anecdotes in his modest man¬ 
ner about his successful career, which started at Wey¬ 
mouth Technical College. He is now one of the most 
respected chefs in an industry crowded with big egos, and 
a profilic writer of cookbooks which have produced many 
awards an accolades. 

Everyone who dines in his kitchen goes home with a 
copy of one of his books - and the satisfaction of knowing 
that you have just dined at the master’s table.

THE average Ford Mondeo covers 
more distance on UK roads than any 
other vehicle, racking up over 
15,000 miles annually, nearly 600 
more than the next most-used car, 
the Volvo S80. 

Larger, more refined vehicles dom¬ 
inate Warranty Direct's rundown of 
the nation's top 10 mile-munchers 
according to analysis of its 50,000 
live policies on 3-10 year old cars. 
The report reveals the nation's lust 
for luxury during long journeys and 
provides a unique insight into vehi¬ 
cle usage.

Buckler: Cheltenham cross-country course okay 


LOCAL Henley trainer Bob Buckler 
added to the debate as to 
whether last week's Glenfarclas 
Handicap Chase on the cross¬ 
country course at the Cheltenham 
Festival should have been run 
after two horses were injured and 
had to be put down as a result 
writes Stuart Broom. 

Critics claimed that the ground 
was too fast on the cross country 
course which is only used once 
during the week, and that it was 
dangerous. 

Scotslrish the 10/3 favourite and 
cross country specialist Garde 
Champetre who has won six times 
in 14 races around this course had 
to be put down after sustaining 
broken legs on the flat, not 
through falling. 

Buckler, whose horse Double 
Dizzy unseated jockey Andrew 
Glassonbury six fences from home 
said: "I walked the course before 
the race and there was cut in the 
ground all the way round. Okay it 
was on the faster side of good, but 


many of the horses prefer that. 

"Any death is always sad, but it 
was highlighted more because it 
was two decent horses. 

Any competitive sport, either 
human or animal, involves the 
chance of an accident; you only 
have to relate to the tragic situa¬ 
tion of Fabrice Muamba this 
weekend, which nobody could 
have predicted. 

"Should a human be injured 
there's a lot more you can do to 
save them. 

"If a footballer breaks his leg it 
can be repaired, unfortunately 
that is not possible with horses." 

Scotslrish trainer Willie Mullins 
in fact had no complaints about 
the ground, he said: "Scotslrish 
was a fast ground specialist and 
this was the one race we were 
keen for them not to water the 
ground". 

"It was nothing to do with the 
ground." 

Robin Mounsey, the British 
Horseracing Authority's 


spokesman, said: "The course, 
both the construction of the 
jumps and the ground, was in¬ 
spected eight days ago and again 
on the day of the race, when it 
was found to be good to firm. 

"On both occasions it was 
deemed to be fine." 

In fact the ground had nothing to 
do with Double Dizzy's demise. 

Buckler said: "He's a thinker and 
has run at Cheltenham many 
times before, including the cross 
country on four occasions, and 
having worked it out, I think he 
wasn't trying too hard. 

"He didn't jump as well as he 
can, and wasn't so interested in 
going out into the country." 

Glenwood Present had to be 
pulled up the following day when 
he began choking in the Grade 
1 Weatherbys Champion Bumper. 

Having finished a close third to 
Nicky Henderson's impressiveTet- 
lami at Kempton last month. 

Buckler was hoping he might go 
close, but having missed the 


break, Nathan Sweeney had to 
chase the leaders, and despite 
being fitted with a tongue tie, 
began choking badly and was 
pulled up. 

"Even with the tongue tie, there 
appears a problem so we will stop 
running him nowand he will have 
a throat operation in the summer." 

Malin Head completed a disap¬ 
pointing three days for Buckler 
when he was pulled up in the 3 
mile handicap chase atTowcester 
in which only four of the 12 run¬ 
ners finished. 

"It was my fault that he ran, in 
hindsight I should have pulled 
him out because the course was 
far too wet. 

"It had been overwatered to the 
point that the mud was above 
their fetlocks, and a lot of the 
trainers complained about it for 
which the stewards took full 
blame. 

"However having travelled 150 
miles and with some of the syndi¬ 
cate members who own the horse 


there I ran him and the ground 
was far too heavy for him." 

However there was success for 
the stable at the beginning and 
end of the week. 

Ready or Not had not run for 11 
months whilst Buckler waited for 
the better ground following a leg 
injury, but ran a brilliant race in 
finishing second when just failing 
to get up by a short head to 7/2 
favourite Kirbys Glen in the Lon¬ 
don Inn At Watchet Handicap 
Chase over 2 miles 3 furlongs at 
Taunton who was receiving well 
over a stone. 

The week ended on a good note 
as well with a super run from Flag 
Flier, another who needed the 
run. 

He finished fourth in the River 
Teign Handicap Hurdle over 2% 
miles at Taunton on Sunday. 

"He needs a bit further really, 
but he didn't make any mistakes 
and was staying on at the end and 
was close to finishing second."

W HILE most others were either 
taking the wife shopping or 
watching the internationals on 
TV, the Chard first side were playing a 
vital catch up league game at Burnham 
on Sea.

THIS was a most important result for 
Chard in as much as it was the game in¬ 
hand that they held over rivals Matson.
